Both were 
sentenced in the Sacramento court 
last April to indeterminaté 
sentences of from one to fourteen 
The Parole Board, which 
every months, is the 
body that decides the exact-length 
of time to be served. 

The customary procedure is to 
make the prisoner serve half the 
s€ntence 49 prison and the other 
half outside on parole. By the 
time the board meets again next 
May, these working class leaders 
will have served half of a three 
year term. The general tone of 
the board’s questioning indicates 
a disposition to make these pris- 
oners serve maximum sentences, 
The questions had a strong flavor 
of red-scare hysteria, some. of the 
board members indisting that Car= 
oline Decker -had lived fora long 
while in Moscow.

This 
law has been enacted frankly in 
the interests of American finance 
capitalists, sugar kings, and dairy 
products dukes.

been a deliberate betrayal of the 
cause of the Filipino Masses. This 
Act was carefully designed to 
stop the competition of Philippine 
with American products. This will 
mean the reduction of Philippine 
exports, a sharp decline in produc- 
tion and, inevitably, a violent 
downward trend of wages, a sud- 
den increase in unemployment and 
finally, inescapable poverty and 
misery for the massés of the Fili- 
pino people. 


Another Jones Law. 


The Tydings-McDuffie law does 
not guarantee freedom to the Filt- 


pinos. This act may be repealed 
at any time within the next ten 
years by Congress. The act, in 
all probability, will be just an- 
other Jones Law. 

The Jones Law, passed by Con-| 
gress in 1916, promised complete 


independence to the Fil'pinos “as 
soon as a stable government shall 
have been established” in the Phi- 
lippine Islands. 

The United States government 
reserved the right to ascertain the 
existence of the “stable govern- 
ment’ referred to. As a result, 
Filipino Freedom was never grant- 
ed according to the provisions of 
the law. 

The Tydings-McDuffie Law 
provides, among other things, 
that after the Commonwealth 
period of ten years, the United 
States will withdraw her sover- 
eignty over the Islands, and 
relinquish all her property and 
rights . . ., except such land or 
property as has heretofore been 
designated by the President of 
the United States for military 
and other reservations of the 
United States... to the govern- 
ment of the Commonwealth of 
the Philippine Islands. 

This means that the “independ- 
ent” Philippine government will be 
at the mercy of army and naval 
forces arbitrarily intervening at 
the bidding of their 
niasters. 
be nothing but a helpless protec 
torate. Is this what the great Fil 
ipino revolutionary founder an 
leader, Andres ‘Bonifacio, and his 
gallant compatriots gladly sacri- 
ficed their precious lives for? Cer- 
tainly NOT! 


What to Do. 


Filipino Workers must realize 
that their cause is being betrayed. 
Fellow-workers, stop this outrage- 
ous crime being perpetrated against 
you! Organize, unite and smash 
the entire corrupt political ma- 
chine of Quezon and company, and 
establish in its place a workers’ 
and peasants’ government worthy 
of admiration of your martyred 
heroes.

SHIPOWNERS FIGHT FREE 
SPEECH FOR WORKERS 


VANCOUVER, BC. Nov. 2h. 
—Ivan A. Emery, president of the 
Longshoremen and Water Trans- 
port Workers of Canada, was con- 
victed on an unsubstantial charge 
of “inciting to riot’ before an 
Assize Court jury here last weck 
and was taken immediately to 
Oakalla to await sentencing. 

The real issue behind the con- 
Viction was that of free speech, 
particularly for strikers. The dock 
workers here have been on strike 


for months, attemptiing to win 
recognition of their union, and 
have met with employer-incited 


violence at every turn. 

The jury, on bringing in the ver- 
dict after three hours of deliber- 
ation, strongly recommendéd clem- 
ency.

HOLLYWOOD, Calif. Nov. 
16.——Not content with making a 
s¢mi-fascist movie which slanders 
the working class movement of the 
Pacific Coast, Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer Studio today was revealed 
as underpaying extra girls for 
working in the film, 

Employed for extra work in 
“Riff-Raff”, film which viciously 
attacks the waterfront workers 
and their so-called radical lead- 
ership in an attempt to smash 
the maritime unions, the girls 
were forced to do stunt work 
at $11.25 a day, ordinary extra 
pay. 

The work turned out to be a 
storm scene with fire hoses play- 
ing strong steams on thc shiver- 
ing girls and wind machines blow- 
ing them off their feet, accord- 
ing to Aubreu Blair, official of 
the Secrcen Actors’ Guild, who said 
not even towels were provided. 
They were entitled to the stan- 
dard $35 cach, plus overtime, paid 
stunt-workers, but were forced» to 
eo to the State Industrial Welfare 
Board, where each girl was finally 
called in privately by Mrs. Mabel 
Kenney, commissioner, and paid 
$15 more. Mrs. Kenney also ten- 
dered them MGM's “regrets.” 

The hearing was a “star cham- 
affair, with press and public 
barred.

John O'Hara writes for the ultra- 
sophisticated “New Yorker” and 
he writes well. His sharp, crisp, 
telling sentences are like hammer 
sirokes—hammering nails into the 
coffin of the illusion that wealth 
brings culture, ease, or well-being 
when it is obtained as capitalists 
today obtain their. wealth.
